Junta, Colorado. Contradicting state- 
ments made recently by Representa- 
tive Madden, of Illinois, and F. H- 
Sibbs, of Gibbs Brothers engineers, 
fc-'ho reconditioned the vessel, the for- 
mer, cabinet officer said there had 
been less evidence of sabotage on the 
VaterlanS than on the other interned 
ships but there had been plenty there 
too.Mr. Gibbs said damages were the 
result of an accident. 
Mr. Daniels 


declared his first impulse on being 
questioned on the subject was to ask 
"when is the propaganda endeavor- 
ing to make angels out of Germans 
guilty of murder on U-boats 
and 
saints of the commanders in charge 
of interned German ships to cease"? 
Sabotage on the Leviathan he said, 
Included boring holes in the outboard 
water pipes and filling them with 
putty, changing labels and all essen- 
tial electric lines and remo\in< pro- 
peller shafts. Even after two months' 
work of repair, Mr. Daniels sdid the 
Xavy department did not risk the 
lives of American soldiers on the ship 
until after a. long trial cruise had 
been made.

1922 and the pouring of concrete was begun on June 10, 1922. Two 
outfits have been at work on the project, one starting at Reidsville 
and -working towards the Virginia ;!ne and another from the Vir- 
ginia line working south.

less the situation'became urgent and 
the Central Government was falling. 


French troops also advanced to the 


outskirts of Frankfort in the last few 
days, and this important rail center 
might be occupied also. 


The prospe.ct of the advance on Ber- 


lin also depends on the success of the 
Ruhr occupation. 


If. France cannot force Germany to 


its knees through the Ruhr occupa- 
tion. Premier Poincare intends to take 
further measures, of which the Ber- 
lin occupation is one. to get repara- 
"tions payments. 


A thing that would cause an imme-
